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The Legend of Witch Rock 

By Katy Fitzpatrick 

You're driving along New Bedford Road in 
Rochester when all of a sudden you see a rock that seems 
larger than life, nearly as tall as the trees in the area, with 
a witch and the words "Witch Rock'' painted in black on 
the side. The rock, which is located on the property of 
the house at the intersection of New Bedford Road and 
Vaughn Hill Road, has been attracting local residents for 
decades, but very few people actually know the story 
behind it. 

One of those very few people is New Bedford 
resident Joyce Magan. 

"People used to come from all over and take 
pictures," said Magan. "It was a place for people to go out 
in the country." 

Magan grew up in the house where Witch Rock 
is located and lived there for 18 years prior to moving 
to New Bedford. For years, Magan' s mother, Shirley E. 
Vaughn Thompson Norton told the legend behind rock. 

Magan' s family descends from both the

Pequawket and Abenaki Indian tribes. The Pequawket 
Indians were originally from Maine, but relocated to 
Massachusetts after the tribe sided with the British during 
the Civil War and the tribes ordered them out of town. 
The Boston courts moved the tribe to Mattapoisett, Magan 
said, before they ended up in Rochester. 

The rock had always been a part of the property, 
and according to Indian legend, a witch was hung on the 
property during the witch trials. The Indians believe the 
spirit of the witch lives inside the rock, and during a full 
moon, one could hear the cackling and screaming of the 
witch emanating from the rock. 

"During a full moon, I would think 'oh man, is 
this witch going to come or what'?" Magan said. "But I 
wasn't really aware. It was just something I grew up with 
and it was just where we lived. It was my mother's idea 
to make it known." 

Norton started painting commemorative plates 
in the 1960's in honor of the rock's 300*^ year. She began 
selling the plates in order to raise money for one of her 
daughter's weddings, but the project grew into something 
much larger, and Norton ended up painting 300 plates 
to give to the Rochester Chamber of Commerce to sell. 
Norton began painting the rock in 1990. 

On Halloween, Norton went out of her way to get 
both her family and trick-or-treaters in the spirit. From 
bobbing for apples to homemade games, Norton made 
the most out of Halloween and used Witch Rock as the 
centerpiece for the celebration.

She worked directly with children as part of the pain 
management team and assisted in the burn unit dressing 
children's wounds and engaging children in therapeutic 
play and coping techniques.

''You'd see people in their own element and their first 
impression of healthcare, and you'd see the first time 
some kids were getting healthcare." 

Adler said families with sick children would 
"go into a tiny room for hours and hours for hours to see 
a volunteer doctor." Unlike hospitals in the United States, 
she said electronic communications was nonexistent and 
even basic record management was rare 

Although she said she did not witness serious 
health complications, the doctors often would transport 
patients needing more extensive help in their own cars to 
the city hospital. 

"You never knew who was going to come into 
room next," she said. 

Adler did say some of Cape Town's hospitals 
were more technologically advanced, especially the 
surgical suites, and that the city attracts medical 
professionals for its renowned programs. However, 
resources still can fall short. 

"Everybody is understaffed, underpaid, and 
under resourced. It puts a lot of stress on everybody," 
Adler said. 

In this environment, she said even the 
occasional language barrier or other restrictions did not 
hinder her ability to bond with the children. 

"One of patients I had best relationship with 
was hard of hearing. We had the strongest relationship 
just playing," she said, commenting that connecting with

South Coast to help run their newly-founded charity and 
received 501 (c)3 non-profit status. 

"That was a big milestone for us/' Cambra said. 

Next, they build a health education center. ''We 
could bring people in and teach them about issues like 
prenatal care, HIV, nutrition, and sanitation," he said. 

At the time, they were shipping all the supplies 
from the containers to a local out-reach center for 
distribution but have since built a small hub to house the 
goods before they are passed out. 

Since its inception, MissionToLiberia.org has 
shipped over a $1 million worth of goods and supplies 
to Africa. What began as a response to basic wants 
and needs turned into an initiative to offer sustainable 
assistance. 

This included over $500,000 worth of textbooks, 
computers, and technology for the university medical 
school, which traditionally relied on instructors teaching 
from memory or notebooks and transcribing lessons on 
chalkboards. 

"They didn't even have a microscope," Cambra 
said. Most of the materials were donated as the charity 
has an annual operating budget of about $15,000. 

Even though they are retired, the Cambra' s 
dedicate most of their time to advancing the cause of 
MissionToLiberia.org. Currently, they are working to get 
electricity to a local elementary school and to improve 
access to clean water throughout the area. Stateside,

different types she has encountered recently. 

There are some preventative measures pet owners 
can take to reduce the likelihood of cancer in their ''best 
friends''. 

"The number one thing is preventative spaying 
and neutering," she said. Dr. Cummings explained that 
studies show that for every heat cycle a female dog 
experiences, the risk of a type of memory cancer increases. 

She said for a small breed dog, the heat cycle 
commences at nine months to a year, and for a larger 
breed dog, six months. Thus she tells pet owners to get 
the spaying done before the six-month mark to be on the 
safe side. 

For male pets, neutering them rids them of the

risk of testicular cancer. "Obviously if they don't have 
testicles, they can't get cancer/' she said. 

Other types of cancer can show up on the skin. It 
is very important to get any new "lumps or bumps" on a 
pet checked out as swiftly as possible. 

"There are a lot of skin tumors, and owners can 
brush it off," she said. "If we don't get them off early, they 
can spread to internal organs." 

Sometimes, unfortunately, cancers are not 
detectable from the outside. Thus vigilance in how a pet is 
acting may be the best tip off if something is wrong. 

"Cancer can show up anywhere inside the body. 
If is help to X-ray the pet if they are not acting right," she 
advised.

CANINE DIARRHEA 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the -past month. 
He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is blood in the 
stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. What 
can I do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis 
and then treating the problem appropriately First, have your 
veterinarian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal 
parasites. Stop feeding your dog table scraps. If no parasites are 
found and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the prob- 
lem, try changing the diet.

The artist spent the whole day visiting different 
grades with his stories and art demonstrations, thanks to 
the Rochester PTO. This is the second time he has visited 
the school; he also presented in 2007 and many of his 
illustrations from that time are still displayed in glass 
cases in the school hallway. 

At the Friday talk, second graders were at the 
edge of their seats, eager to share their insights and watch 
Hawkes share drawing secrets, whipping up illustrations 
within seconds. Hawkes said he began exploring art at 
a young age, dabbling in the media of clay, carvings and 
paper Mache. When his mom gave him an oil painting 
set, he was hooked. 

But the true moment that launched a lifetime 
passion was the realization that he can draw anything he 
wants - real or imaginary, Hawkes said.

learn from them, and learn how they painted and how 
they put things together/' he said.

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character/' Hawkes said. In all, it takes about six months 
for him to complete the artwork in one book.

Rochester Selectmen Approve Town Warrant 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Laura Fedak PeduUi 

The Rochester Board of Selectmen OK'd the 
17- Article Annual Town Meeting Warrant, which includes 
a $17,750,036 request for the town's fiscal year 2013 
budget. The board met with the Finance Committee to 
review and finalize the warrant one last time before the 
May 21 annual town meeting. 

LaCamera said the budget reflects no department 
increases or standard of living wage increases for non- 
union employees. Rochester Memorial School's budget 
increased from $5,490,438 to $5,573,114 to reflect increases 
in special education and utility costs (due to building 
addition). Old Colony's expenses jumped from $608,465 
to $707,698 to account for higher enrollment, LaCamera 
said. 

He said the budget reflects revenues at a marginal 
increase of $229,000. "This is not significant. Things have 
been pretty flat with state aid and local receipts," he said. 

The warrant remained untouched with the 
exception of a small change, requested by Town

Moderator Greenwood ''Woody'' Hartley, to show that 
certain Board of Assessors monies are not for another 
position, but for overtime the Assessors themselves may 
incur. 

The Selectmen voted to reject a request from 
the Assessor John Mello to add hours to their part-time 
clerk position. That individual had also worked for the 
Town Clerk's office as well, but those hours were recently 
downsized. The assessors wanted to bring that individual 
on for more hours (at a cost of $7,553) to compensate for 
the eliminated hours from her schedule at the Town Clerk. 

"I don't think that it's appropriate at the last 
minute," said LaCamera, noting that other departments

request during the budgeting process. 

Selectman Richard Nunes pointed out that 
such issues require review by the Personnel Board, and 
granting that request would overlook their authority on 
the matter. 

''We have vacancies on the Parks Commission 
and the Planning Board. If we leave the Personnel Board 
members out, we'd be looking for Personnel members 
too," he said. 

Other articles reviewed included the 
appropriation of $307,023 in Chapter 90 funds for repair, 
construction and maintenance of roads (Article 7), the 
creation of a revolving fund account for summer school 
programs (Article 8), a deadline extension for Old Colony 
towns needing to authorize new debt (Article 9) and a 
housekeeping article to fix a typo in the industrial district 
zoning bylaw (Article 10). 

Also, two articles would authorize the Selectmen 
to enter contracts - the first being for a power purchase 
agreement for solar/ wind energy that LaCamera said 
could potentially trim the town's electricity costs by 25 
percent (Article 14). The other would allow the Selectmen 
to approve and enter into a 20-year Payment in Lieu of 
Taxes agreement with New Bedford Waterworks, which 
is seeking to install a solar panel farm in the northwestern 
section of town, owned by the city of New Bedford. 

The new bylaws for FEMA's revised flood plain 
district maps also are on the warrant (Article 12). The

Mattapoisett Landing Vote Ends in Tie 

Mattapoisett Planning Board- 
By Eric Tripoli 

On Monday, May 7, 2012, the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board met and voted 2-2 with no abstentions on 
a motion to require a minimum of one resident of or over 
the age of 55 to occupy homes at the new Mattapoisett 
Landing retirement community. 

According to Brian Porter, who spoke on behalf 
of the project builders, they wanted to put a moderate age 
restriction in place in order to maintain the atmosphere of 
an over-55 retirement community, though it was unclear 
whether or not further restrictions would violate federal 
and state housing laws. 

The requirement that at least one occupant be 
55 years or older was suggested in order to account for 
occupant spouses that may be slightly younger than 55. 
This was the first tie vote for this Planning Board, and 
Chairman Thomas Tucker said that they would need 
the Town Council to address the situation. Meanwhile, 
the Planning Board has encouraged Porter to draft more 
specific language for the restriction so as to prevent 
federal and state law violations. 

The Planning Board also signed previously 
approved plans for property at 2 Pine Island Road, 
submitted by Dave Davignon of Schneider and Associates 
on behalf of Greta and Timothy Fox. The Board resigned 
the plans to certify that they had not been modified or 
amended since original approval in March of 2011.

Cumberland Farms Changes Approved 

Marion Planning Board 
By Anne Smith 
After a lengthy discussion of the plans for a 
subdivision of a 4.6 acre lot at River Road, the Marion 
Planning Board decided at its regular meeting on Monday, 
May 7 to have the project representative, Gregory Morse, 
review the plans with Town Council and meet with the 
Marion Board of Health regarding the septic system 
setbacks. 

Mr. Morse came before the Planning Board with 
the plans for the subdivision with the intent of obtaining 
four waivers, which would: reduce the lots' right-of-way, 
create a drainage parcel on one of the proposed lots, 
relax the three percent grade at the intersection of River 
Road and Route 6, and reduce the setbacks for the septic 
systems on the proposed lots. 

"We're looking forward to moving forward with 
the development of the property into three lots,'' Mr. 
Morse said. "[The owner] would like to divide [the 4.6 
acre lot] into two definitive lots. Without the waivers, it 
may make this project unfeasible." 

The first waiver would reduce the right-of-way 
width from 50 feet to 40 feet. 

"I don't think granting that down from 50 feet

to 40 feet is jeopardizing public safety/' Mr. Morse 
continued. 

Board member Tom Magauran found the request 
reasonable, although he did have some reservations. 
''Conceptually, I don't have a problem with it," he said. 
"It's just that we'll need to look at the conditions of what 
needs a variance. We'll need to make sure you adequately 
present why you qualify for a waiver ... This waiver 
sounds reasonable to me, but this waiver gets more 
technical than we deal with every day." 

The second waiver would place a drainage 
easement on one of the proposed subdivisions. The 
members of the Planning Board did not have any 
questions about the plans for this waiver, but agreed that

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the plans needed more detail. 

Next, Mr. Morse asked for Planning Board 
approval to reduce the three percent grade for the landing 
from 100 feet to 50 feet. 

''It makes it so that the wall isn't so high/' Mr. 
Morse explained the importance, referencing the property 
line between the subdivisions and abutting properties. 

Finally, Mr. Morse presented a case for using state 
regulations rather than local ones for the setbacks of the 
septic systems and drainage requirements. 

"With this development," Mr. Morse said, "we 
won't add any water to River Road. We hope to collect 
the water in the cul-de-sac," he explained. 

The plans called for installing storm- water 
components on the proposed lots, running them into 
catch basins. 

"You [the town of Marion] have a regulation 
of 100 feet for the setback from septic," he said of the 
setbacks, "but we meet the state regulation of 50 feet. We 
would require a variance for that." 

Chairman Jay Ryder articulated the Planning 
Board's concerns. 

"We have an engineering issue and a legal issue 
with each of your four waivers," he said. "The next step 
is to get back to you and say, 'We can work with you,' or 
'No, this cannot work, there is a legal issue.'" 

Mr. Magauran explained that the Planning 
Board needs more information on the legalities of the

subdivision since it isn't a common procedure. 

''We address subdivision issues once every three 
years or so/' he explained. "We haven't seen one in a 
while." 

"What you've proposed here is a substantially 
less dense proposal from anything we've seen in the 
last six years, to give you perspective," Mr. Magauran 
continued. "We want to help you achieve this. I don't 
think you're going to get a negative response from the 
board; there may be some legal hurdles." 

Chairman Ryder asked Mr. Morse to "get the 
ball rolling" by meeting with the Marion Board of Health 
regarding the setbacks for the septic system, and to send 
a brief memo to the Planning Board outlining the four

In the next order of business, the representative of 
Cumberland Farms, Thomas Moriarty, requested that the 
Planning Board grant a field change for the project. Mr. 
Moriarty began by explaining that the previous approval 
of the project by the Planning Board had granted a special 
permit. Conditions for the site plan approval required 
Cumberland Farms to replace 115 feet of drainage on 
Front Street, as well as to replace the sidewalk along

drainage system. 

''Considering that down the road the town has 
a lot of work in changing the sidewalks to make them 
ADS compliant, it made sense to have Cumberland Farms 
do the drainage work instead of doing what they were 
supposed to do,'' Chairman Ryder said. 

In other business, the Planning Board 
unanimously approved that no comments would be given 
to the ZBA regarding the properties of 294 Front Street 
and 12 Hartley Lane. 

"This board feels that the ZBA is doing a good job 
doing what they do," Chairman Ryder said.

Board has been working closely with Harbormaster 
Horace Field drafting an RFQ for the Launch Service 
Program, which would provide people transportation to 
their boats if they do not have a place in the boatyard. 

The original RFQ was reviewed on April 17 and 
had two potential candidates, however, after careful 
consideration, it was deemed unfit. The Marine Advisory 
Board welcomed another candidate for their second RFQ 
on April 26. This candidate was the Mattapoisett Boat 
Yard. 

The main concern from both the Board of 
Selectmen and Field was how many people would 
actually be using the service and whether or not it would 
be worth the money. According to Field, the majority 
of people coming into Barstow Wharf from the harbor 
already have dinghy boats they are using; therefore the 
service may not be as popular as originally hoped. 

Still, the Board of Selectmen voted unanimously 
to start the launch service under the Mattapoisett Boat 
Yard, but there were certain conditions on the approval. 

First, the program will be good for one year. After 
the season, the status will be reevaluated. Second, the 
Mattapoisett Boat Yard must track on a fairly consistent 
basis the number of patrons using the service each week. 

In other news, the Board of Selectman accepted 
the resignation of Bento Martin Jr. of the Council of 
Aging. 

"I reluctantly accept the resignation of Bento S. 
Martin Jr.,'' said Selectman Jordan Collyer. 

Martin has been involved with the Council on 
Aging as the Outreach Specialist for many years. The 
Board of Selectmen presented him with two special 
plaques. 

Selectman Chair Paul Silva gave a status update 
on the Aquaculture Legislation. Silva said the bill has 
been passed to the Senate and is awaiting approval from 
Governor Deval Patrick. The bill would allow the town 
to collect $200 per anchor in the harbor for aquacultures. 
Silva said he could hear an answer in the next week. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne gave 
a preliminary estimate of the funding the town of 
Mattapoisett would receive from Chapter 90 Highway 
Funding in fiscal year 2013. If approved, the state of 
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Massachusetts would receive $200 million in funding for 
its highways, and Mattapoisett would see $228,701 of that 
figure. The decision will be made over the coming weeks. 

'It certainly is good news,'' said Gagne. 

Gagne also informed residents that if they had 
been experiencing water discoloration earlier in the week, 
it is because a contracting company illegally opened a 
fire hydrant to fill their seeding truck. Gagne did not 
mention the company, but said that he estimated nearly 
500,000 gallons of water were flushed out. The town is 
investigating the incident and Gagne said the contracting 
company will be billed appropriately. 

In other business matters: 

• The approval of the town's annual Teen Wharf 
Dances, which will begin on June 21 and be held every 
Thursday from 7:30 to 10:30 pm through August 23. 

• The board approved the resignation of Watie 
and Patricia Akins of the Recreation Committee. 

• The board voted to appoint Catherine 
Heuberger and Donald Fleming to the Tax Relief Fund 
Committee.

Major Errors Found in FEMA Flood Maps 

Rochester Planning Board

Rochester conservation agent Laurell Farinon 
spoke the Planning Board at their meeting on the evening 
of Tuesday, May 8, to address many errors that plague the 
new FEMA flood plain maps, which must be adopted and 
accepted by the town in order for Rochester to be eligible 
for federal flood insurance assistance. The maps go into 
effect on July 17 and if the town does not vote in favor of 
the maps, many residents risk paying much higher flood 
rates or losing their insurance altogether. 

Farinon said that the new maps are basically 
enhanced versions of the older, less detailed maps, which 
were inaccurate to begin with. According to Farinon, 
there are several instances where flood zone delineations 
just don't make sense. 

"Some of these issues have to do with zone lines 
bisecting hills, which water doesn't do," said Farinon. 

Board member Ben Bailey, who described the 
maps as "fundamentally flawed," revealed that his 
property is at the center of one of these trouble spots. 

"The line that goes through my property goes up 
a 20-foot hill and back down again," Bailey said. "You 
don't have to be an engineer to see that this is inaccurate." 

He recently received word from his insurance 
company that they would no longer offer him 
homeowners insurance due to the changes in the new 
maps. After inquiring about why they cannot simply 
raise his rate, the company said that Commonwealth law 
restricts them from implementing rate increases on home 
owners' insurance, but allows for companies to drop a 
customer if they determine the area is too high of a risk. 

The appeals process for suggesting changes to 
the maps is long gone, but residents who own property

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in any of these areas in question do have the option of 
filing for a reevaluation of their property, but would have 
to pay out-of-pocket for an engineering company to take 
measurements and make determinations. 

''The onus is on the landowner to go out and 
prove FEMA otherwise/' Bailey said. 

Farinon implored the community to check the 
maps, which are available in the public record, to see if 
they own any property in question. She also said that 
there will be an engineer at the Annual Town Meeting 
later this month to answer any technical questions 
residents may have about the maps. 

The errors could have far-reaching implications 
for the town of Rochester. 

"The Planning Board, Conservation Commission, 
the building inspectors, they will all be using these 
maps," Farinon said. She also said she spoke to the Board 
of Selectmen at their meeting last night.

Principal Search Continues for RMS 

Rochester School Committee

After spending a few months reviewing 
candidates to take over for retiring Rochester Memorial 
School principal. Jay Ryan, Superintendent Doug White 
said that the Rochester School Committee is re-opening its 
search for a new principal. 

"I wanted to thank the community members, 
staff, and parents for going through the first process. As 
we finished that, we [found] that the candidates who 
came had some good skill sets, but weren't really what 
we're looking for in our next principal and we wanted 
to go out and look at other candidates," White said at 
Thursday night's Rochester School Committee meeting. 
He also mentioned that they have expanded the tools 
used in the search. Previously they had advertised in local 
newspapers and on the Rochester school district websites, 
but are now also using SchoolSpring.com, a website that 
advertises educational positions. 

"Currently, we have 28 applications," from the 
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website. White said. The Committee is still aiming to 
appoint a new principal by June. 

The Committee also discussed the new facilities 
management director search process. A group of faculty 
members from the Rochester schools convened to talk 
over the specifics of what they'd like to see in a suitable 
candidate. There are currently eight candidates on the 
short list. "We're hopeful this can happen quickly 

and we can move forward,'' Superintendent White said. 

The Rochester School Committee is also working 
to adjust the logistics pertaining to busing students to 
Bristol County Agricultural High School.. They are 
looking to work with other communities and create a 
central bus stop to collect the Bristol students each day. 
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They will be in contact with all the families of students 
affected before the changes officially occur. 

The School Committee also voted to decline to 
take part in the School Choice program, which assists 
students from outside the region attend Rochester 
schools. Superintendent White said that they will take up 
discussion of rejoining School Choice in the fall. 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee will be on June 7 at 6:30 pm at the Town Hall. 

Elementary School Choice Debated 

Mattapoisett School Committee

The Mattapoisett School Committee voted 3-2 
to not participate in school choice at the elementary 
level for fiscal year 2013. Superintendent Doug White 
recommended that the committee vote against the 
program, which allows out of town students to fill 
available slots within Center and Old Hammondtown 
Schools. 

Committee members Gerald Johnson and James 
Higgins argued for the proposal, citing benefits such as 
diversity and upward mobility opportunities for parents 
who want to move their child into a better school system. 

White stated that teachers who live outside 
the town have the right to enroll their children in the 
Mattapoisett schools and that if school choice were 
approved and there were more applicants than slots, 
those children might be subject to the lottery. Class size 
was also discussed, with Chairwoman Grace Knox saying 
that the schools are reaping the benefit of lower class sizes 
due to declining enrollment. 

The committee agreed to study the issue and put 
it back on the table for fiscal year 2014. 
The committee was treated to an 18-minute YouTube 
video featuring Kahn Academy founder Salman Khan 
who was a hedge fund analyst who gave math lessons via 
video to his cousins several years ago. The videos worked 
and he put them up for free to anyone on YouTube. Mr. 
Khan described the incredible response that students, 
parents and teachers had to his teaching method. 

Khan's videos have been a spectacular success in 
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teaching students basic and advanced math concepts. Bill 
Gates has funded Khan's efforts to bring the videos into a 
classroom setting. To view the video, go to YouTube and 
type in "Salman Kahn Talk at TED 2011." 

The committee discussed the video and agreed 
to study the possibility of incorporating the videos over 
time. Elise Frangos, Director of Curriculum, said that one 
of the summer school courses will use the Khan videos 
and that several teachers in the district were familiar with 
the videos. 

Mr. White congratulated the top five senior high 
students who were honored at the South Coast Conference 
Academic All Star Inductee Banquet held in Assonet. The 
students included: David Friedman, Megan Merlo, Anne 
Smith, Rachael Reints and Michael Stellato.

•Grade three students will participate in the 
Mathematics MCAS assessment during the week of May 
14. Students will take a practice test on May 14. 

•Grade 4 and 5 will take the Mathematics MCAS 
assessment on May 8 and 9. Grade 6 will take the math 
MCAS on May 15 and 16. The Science MCAS for grade 5 
will be taken on May 10 and 11. 

•The Old Hammondtown School Jazz Band won 
a gold medal for their May 3rd performance at Stoughton 
High School. The jazz band will play at the OHS Spring 
Concert to be held on Thursday, June 7 at 1:30 and 6:30 
pm. 
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•The summer school program. Summer Sail 
brochure has been printed and will be sent home in 
backpacks this week. The 28 courses offered will help 
students keep up with skills over the summer. Parents 
should register their child by May 18 to be guaranteed a 
space in a course of their choice. The brochure can also be 
viewed on the district web site at www.oldrochester.org 

•For the first time, incoming kindergarten 
students and their parents have been invited to visit 
the kindergarten classrooms and meet the teachers on 
Wednesday, May 23 from 2:15 to 3:00 pm at Center School.

Old Rochester Regional District Business 
Manager Katie Isernio thanked the Marion School 
Committee and said goodbye to them at their meeting 
held on Wednesday, May 2 at Marion Town Hall. Isernio 
will be leaving the district to take the helm of a brand new 
district, the Monomoy District, which oversees Harwich 
and Chatham. 

'T just want to thank all of you,'' said Isernio. 
''You have all been a pleasure and I appreciate the 
support." 

The committee praised Isernio for her years of 
work, recovering and reviving the way the district does 
business. She will finish out the school year with Old 
Rochester before assuming her new position. 

"I make a motion that we disallow you to leave," 
jokes School Committee Chair Brad Gordon. "We wish 
you the best of luck." 

In other news, the School Committee voted 
to adopt a set of Internet Safety Policies that will help 
regulate content that is viewed on school computers. 
These policies were established in 2000 when the 
Neighborhood Children's Internet Protection Act was 
passed. 

The committee said that the majority of 
inappropriate content is brought into schools from home 
computers. The policies outline different areas including 
an objective, penalties for improper use, organizational 
responsibility and privacy, acceptable use and personnel 
responsibilities. 

School Choice will once again not be a part of the 
school district at the elementary level as the committee 
voted unanimously to do without it again in the fiscal 
year 2013. According to Superintendent Doug White, the 
classroom sizes at the elementary level are good and that 
the population is stable. 

"I don't believe we have the necessary capacity to 
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handle School Choice/' said White. 

White also said the search for Rochester 
Memoriars new principal remains underway. White said 
in his report that several candidates visited the school in 
April and he decided that they did not have the necessary 
skills to perform the job duties. He said he has received 
several other promising resumes and hopes to have the 
position filled as soon as possible. 

Another position the district is looking to fill 
is the Facilities Director. A committee comprised of 
representatives from all schools has narrowed their search 
to one candidate and has made a recommendation to the 
Superintendent to hire this individual. White said he will 
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call the candidate in to visit each school and allows the 
custodians to interact with the potential hire. 

The committee also voted to approve the Sippican 
School's School Improvement plan for next year. The plan 
proposes three goals: increased academic achievement, 
encourage a healthy lifestyle and enhancing school 
climate and culture. 

For increased academic achievement, the plan 
proposes more of an emphasis on science, technology 
and engineering in the classroom. It also invites family, 
community and student feedback on potential programs. 

To promote a healthy lifestyle, the school looks 
to establish a Nurse's Note w^ebpage to alert parents of 
announcements. They will also look to instruct all staff 
members in CPR, AED, Epipen, diabetes, allergy and first 
aid trainings. 

For enhancement in school climate and culture, 
the plan proposes the implementation of a safety patrol, 
mentoring program, cross-grade activities and bus and 
reading buddies. 

The Marion School Committee will meet again on 
Wednesday, June 6 at 6:30 pm in the Marion Town House.

Old Fish Becomes New in 
Mattapoisett 

Ninety seven years 
ago, Manuel Perry made an 
11-foot, 7-inch swordfish 
out of wood. His employer, 
R Gilbert Hinsdale, wanted 
the craftsman to create a 
weathervane the same size as 
a real swordfish, attach it to 

a pole and put it on top of his boathouse on Water 
Street in Mattapoisett. The swordfish was hollow 
and built on a frame of native white pine strips. 

Perry's swordfish hung above the boathouse 
and stayed there. The boathouse, however, did 
not. After the New England Hurricane of 1938 the 
building was put back in place, but after Hurricane 
Carol in 1954, the 
boathouse found itself 
washed up in the middle 
of Water Street again. 

Fed up with 
moving the building 
back to the waterfront, 
Hinsdale gave the 
swordfish to the town 
and sold or gave away 
the boathouse. Today, 
the building is the 
Mattapoisett Inn Bed 
and Breakfast on Water 
Street, not far from its 
original location. 

"Over the 
years, it wasn't looked 

at much," said Bill Field, caretaker of the fish, 
which has no official name. "Maybe it was painted 
here and there, but after a while pieces of it were 
dropping off and both sides were rotted, so we 
decided to take it down and repair it," said Field, 
who added that there isn't much of the original 
wood left in the fish after 97 years. 

At that point, six men again saved the 
life of the fish, which was in complete disrepair 
after years of neglect. Bill Field, Tommy Brownell, 
Johnny Clark, Phil Mello, Tommy Borges and 
David "Bi" Todd got together and decided to repair 
and reinstall it at the town wharf. Over time, others 
including Manny Costa worked on the fish and 
helped give it new life. cr::r^I!S?^ 




Tommy and Linda Brownell were caretakers 
and preservers of the fish for many years. The 
Brownells', owners of Brownell Boatyard, started 
taking the fish down and storing it over the winter 
to extend its life. 

Peter Costa, President of Triad Boatyard 
stores the fish in his shed for the winter, as 
Brownell Boatyard did for many years. 

"The sun and rain raises heck with it and 
I use an epoxy to fill in the chopped out rotted 
areas. ..it's a huge job. This year a strip of fiberglass 
will be put on the top so that if it cracks, it won't let 
water seep in," says Field. 

This year the fish will undergo routine 
maintenance and get a paint job. Last year a dorsal 
fin was completely replaced. 

The fish is installed right before Memorial 
Day and is taken down after Labor Day. When 

spring comes, the fish 
is put in a warm shed, 
so Field can start the 
annual repair work. The 
fish is installed with a 
Triad Boatworks crane. 
Phil Kelsey is hoisted up 
in a bosun's chair and 
carefully maneuvers the 
200 plus pound fish into 
place. 

"It's more awkward 
than weighty," said 
Kelsey, a boat builder 
and rigger. 

Manuel Perry created 
another weathervane, of 
Daniel Boone, which was attached to the Hinsdale 
carriage house on North Street. That particular 
weathervane has been donated to the Mattapoisett 
Historical Society and Museum and is presently 
being restored. 

"Manuel Perry was quite a craftsman," 
said Field. "He also did ship models and one of 
them is at the New Bedford Whaling Museum." 
Another Perry ship model sits in the Provincetown 
Historical Society Museum. 

According to Field, F. Gilbert Hinsdale was 
a collector of whaling artifacts and had a large 
room in his home filled with harpoons, scrimshaw 
and other items.

The Avengers, Starring Robert Downey Jr. and Chris 
Evans. Directed by Joss Whedon. Running time: 143 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

The Avengers — or, as the onscreen title has it. 
Marvel's The Avengers — is perhaps the most purely fun 
and frisky superhero movie since Christopher Reeve put 
on the red cape in 1978. {The Dark Knight was dazzlingly 
accomplished, but ''fun'' isn't the first word I'd use to 
describe that brooding crime thriller.) Marvel Studios has 
been building towards this film for four years, starting 
with Iron Man in 2008 and continuing with The Incred- 
ible Hulk, Iron Man 2, Thor, and Captain America. Nick 
Fury (Samuel L. Jackson), commander of the spy mega- 
agency S.H.I.E.L.D., has showed up portentously in all 
those movies, and here he assembles the aforementioned 
heroes, plus S.H.I.E.L.D. agents Black Widow (Scarlett Jo- 
hansson) and Hawkeye (Jeremy Renner), to do battle with 
an alien army commanded by Thor's evil brother Loki 
(Tom Hiddleston). Got all that? 

Once the set-up is out of the way — and I've 
no idea how much of it will fly over the heads of view- 
ers who missed the previous five films — The Avengers 
settles into a pleasantly lighthearted combat mode. The 
stakes are high, but writer-director Joss Whedon {Buffy 
the Vampire Slayer) never met a quip he didn't like, and 
his familiarity with decades of Marvel comics shakes out 
as a kidding, don't-take-this-too-seriously approach to 
the characters, all of whom get to be tersely witty in the 
Whedon tradition. This is the best writing any of these 
heroes have enjoyed onscreen; there's not much of what's 
pejoratively called "comic-book dialogue," and most of 
that is dispensed with at the start. After that, it's regular 
people with superpowers or super-tech putting on their 
game faces and working as a team. 

For comics fans, it's an undeniable thrill to see 
Captain America and Iron Man in the same frame. Ad- 
ditionally entertaining is seeing Chris Evans and Rob- 
ert Downey Jr. in the same frame, rubbing each other's 
nerves raw and ultimately arriving at a grudging mutual 
respect. Mark Ruffalo's Bruce Banner, who under duress 
turns into the rampaging green Hulk, is deceptively laid- 
back; it seems Banner has developed a bit more control 




I over his transformations, but 
we still get plenty of crowd- 
pleasing footage of the Hulk 
leaping around and bashing 
the enemy. At its best. The 
Avengers is like one of those 
giant-sized Marvel Treasury 
Editions they used to issue 
in the '70s, with the massive 
conflicts playing out in clean 
I broad daylight. At some 
I points the swooping cam- 
! era shows you two or three 
j epic fights going on at once; 
everyone gets his or her turn 
in the spotlight. 

Whedon, whose only previous film was Serenity, 
keeps the fun coming as if nothing at all were riding on 
it — not millions of dollars, not the hot expectations of 
fanboys. Whedon understands that this stuff is outlandish 
and ought not to be taken with monkish sobriety. Most 
of these heroes — including Captain America, Thor, and 
the Hulk — were co-created by legendary comics artist 
Jack Kirby (who also had a hand in Iron Man's design). 
The Avengers does full honor to Kirby' s work, even if 
Marvel hasn't; last year Kirby' s heirs were denied any of 
the billions that Kirby' s creations have generated for the 
company. Some people (rightly) incensed by the raw deal 
Kirby got have called for a boycott of The Avengers, and I 
do sympathize, though denying yourself the chance to see 
a Kirby-esque adventure writ large (and in 3D, though, as 
with the other 3D Marvel films, 2D is just as good) would 
be self -punitive and a drop in the bucket besides. 

Overall, this is as smooth and sprightly a fran- 
chise machine as we're likely to get this summer; even at 
two hours and twenty-three minutes it goes like lightning. 
It's brawny but punches fast, yet not so fast that we can't 
see anything. Jeremy Renner 's Hawkeye shoots arrows 
into his targets without even looking at them; Scarlett 
Johansson's Black Widow comes out the best under 
Whedon' s jurisdiction, gaining a sense of humor and a 
similar suave disregard of her own combat skills. The 
Avengers never overplays its hand (though the marketing 
machine sure has); everyone in it is smart, using strategy 
rather than brute force, though the force is certainly brutal 
when called for. If every superhero movie we're about to 
get for the next decade were as loose-limbed yet tightly- 
wrought as this one, I'd have no cause for complaint; they 
won't be, of course, but at least this one is.

When is Landfill not a Wasteland? 

The garbage from generations of Marionites was 
piled high for many years at the town dump off Benson 
Brook Road. No longer an active landfill, the mound 
now sits dormant like a geologic anomaly in otherwise 
pancake-flat surroundings. A thick protective membrane, 
along with layers of soil and tufted grass, obscure the 
heap of trash and prevent leakage from the site. Nothing 
can be built there for fear of piercing the membrane. The 
hill is a useless wasteland. . .or is it? 

This could be a case of one person's trash 
becoming another person's treasure. Marion's Energy 
Management Committee is looking at the mountain of 
garbage in a whole new light ~ sunlight, that is. The 
approximately 2.4-acre gently rounded crest would make 
a nearly ideal setting for a so-called ''solar farm," an array 
of photovoltaic solar panels. It's out of sight, nothing 
casts shadows on it, access to the electric grid is nearby, a 
chain-link fence already encircles it, and leasing the site to 
a developer would bring new revenue to the town. Solar 
farms can be installed on concrete pads that sit atop the 
existing soil and membrane, with no harm to either. This 
is not an untested idea: over two dozen Massachusetts 
towns are giving their dead dumps a new lease on life by 
planting a solar garden where nothing else can grow. 

Perhaps you've considered installing solar panels 
on your own roof, but the angle is wrong, or there's 
too much shade, or you can't afford the up-front costs. 



or you live in a rental. A community solar farm solves 
this problem by providing Marion residents with an 
option to purchase solar-generated electricity for their 
homes and businesses. Cooperative solar gardens are 
sprouting all over Massachusetts in response to our 
state's progressive incentives to encourage renewable 
energy projects. One was recently developed in Brewster, 
where participation has been so popular that they are 
already planning another. Read all about it here: www. 
brewstercommunitysolargarden.com. The shareholders 
in this project not only are reducing their electric bill, but 
they can also take pride in knowing the electricity comes 
directly from the sun rather than fossil fuels. 

The next step toward a Marion solar farm is 
approval of warrant article No. 37 at Marion's Town 
Meeting, which will authorize our Selectmen to lease the 
landfill for this purpose. Please come to Town Meeting on 
Monday, May 21 and help Marion turn trash to treasure 
and prevent our landfill from going to waste.
